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SUDDEN DEATH OF 


CUMMINGS 


DECEASED WAS ONE OF THE PIO- 


NEERS OF THE STATE. 


Came to This State in 1837 and Set- 


tied Near Geneva. Lake—Served in 
the 
Civil 
War 
and Settled 
in 


Janesville in 1867 —He Was Well 


Known and Popular. 


One of nature's noblemen passed 
over death"s borderland this morning 
at 2:25 o'clock when John Cummings 
closed his: eyes in the sleep which 
knows no waking in this lite. 
His 


death occurred at his 
home, 
173 


Washington street, 
after a 
very 


brief attack of heart failure. 


Although nearly^ eighty-six years 


of age, Mr. Cummings was bright 
and active, retaining all of his fac- 
ulties ,and able to do a little work in 
caring for the yard around his home 
until a few hours before his death 
yesterday morning. 
He was sitting 


in a chair on the lawn, apparent- 
ly in his usual good health. 
About 


ten o'clock the aged wife 
noticed 
that something seemd to he wrong 
and went to him to find that his life 
was fast slipping away. 
His sight 


•was already gone. 
She called for 
assistance and Mr. Cummings was 
taken to the house and a, physician 
summoned but the aged 
gentleman 


sank rapidly until the end came. 
. ;i»eeeased was one of the pioneers 
of Wisconsin.and was one of the best 
known and sincerely: beloved 
old 


gentlemen in the city. 
His kindly 


nature made many friends and liis 
enjoyment of life was very keen. A 
native of Scotland, lie. possessed all 
the sterling virtues of bis race: He 
.was born in Scotland, December 15, 
1815. ancl when a young boy came 
.with his father's family to 
Canada 


where he lived for a few y,ears. He 
then moved to .Vermont, where he 
•became a cotton mill operator, a busi- 
ness which his ancestors in Scotland 
had followed for 
generations.

1849 
he took a team of. oxen and a 


covered wagon ancl joined a train of 
fifty similiar outfits which made the 
trip overland to the western Eldora- 
do. 
He remained in California for 


six years where his efforts met with 
indifferent success and in 1855 he re- 
turned to his Wisconsin farm, close 
to the Illinois state line. 
During the civil war he 
enlisted 


with the 153 Illinios voluntter infan- 
try and served his country bravely 
and well. 
At the end of the war he 
returned to his Wisconsin, home .again 
and'two years, later, jn.1867 he'inoved 
to Janesville where he has since re- 
sided. 
For several years he was 


foreman '.of the spinning department 
of the woolen mills and after that 
for over fourteen years, was janitor 
of the Washington school.

teachers and pupils and was. espec- 


- ially popular with tne children of 


whom lie was very fond.
